Immediate reaction to the 
study committee report on 
University of Nebraska teach­ 
er training programs ranged 
from “ m e a n i n g l e s s ” to 
“ sound” in the opinions of 
NU faculty and administrat- 
lion members. 
Prof. James L. Sellers, one 
of the II professors whose 
statement on the m a t t e r 
touched off a controversy sev­ 
eral months ago, commented 
on the report’s suggestion for 
an advisory committee that, 
“ I don’t think that would take 
care of the situation.” 
Of the report he said, “ It 
would leave dual enrollment 
and that’s one of the import­ 
ant t h i n g s that need to be 
changed.” 
“ Unless they were ready to 
urge that subject matter for 
teachers be approved by the 
instructors of tho.se subjects 
and that those instructors be 
allowed to approve or submit 
to the Teachers College the 
names of students qualified in 
their field of study I don’t 
think they have accomplished 
anything,” he .stated. 
Nothing Changed 
Professor 
S e l l e r s said, 
“ what we said in the petition 
is still valid and the commit­ 
tee report has done nothing 
to change the situation.” 
Earl S. Fullbrook, Dean of 
the College of Business Ad­ 
ministration, commenting on 
the report said. “They disa­ 
greed on the question of dual 
enrollment continuation. The 
College of Business Adminis- 


tration w a n t e d it discon­ 
tinued.” 
Asked if the report was any 
progress 
towards 
the 
goal 
sought by the college he said, 
“ I don’t know. The report it­ 
self carries 
no 
importapce 
now'. It is a question of what 
the admini.stration wants to do 
with the report that will make 
it important or not impor­ 
tant.” 
Praised By Hardin 
Chancellor Hardin praised 
the study committee’s work 
c om m e n t i n g 
that 
they 
“worked well together” and 
“ did what was expected of 
them.” 
The next step in resolving 
differences between Teachers 
College 
and 
other 
subject 
m atter divisions of the Uni­ 
versity, Hardin said, will be 
to receive commentary from 
staff members in the different

On Democratic 
Shoulders 


Wliile 
Congress 
continues 
to^ charge 
around on the controversial $1.5 billion wa­ 
ter projects bill vetoed by President Kisen- 
bower. it should be apparent now that citie.s 
depending on this bill have a long wait ahead 
of them. The big question is how long they 
want to wait before they decide to go ahead 
on their own. 
Sen. William F. Knowland of California 
has taken the proposal as an opportunity to 
denounce 
the 
Demo­ 
crats for Congressional 
failure to pass a bill 
which t h e iTesident 
would sign. This, theo­ 
retically , would be a bill that did not con­ 
tain 26 projects cosjting $350 million which 
the President say s are objectionable. 
It 
» eems a little foolish for Knowland to wage 
such an attack. 
It is not the Democratic 
Congress which has made the bill what it is 
today . 
The responsibility for those objectionable 
Items which are in the bill lies squarely with 
the members of Congress from those areas 
for which the objectionable projects are in­ 
tended. There is no doubt that if the rep­ 
resentatives from thc.se areas would agree to 
take their measures out of the bill, Congress 
t s a whole would pass the hill. 
Knowland, as well as any other member 
of the Senate, is free to do what he can to 
get these individual members of Congres.s 
to remove their “ pork barrel” projects. One 
might think that in view- of two presidential 
vetoes, the advocates of these objectionable 
projects would see that they are doing a 
serious injustice to other areas by insisting 
on iheir projects. 


But what is logical and what is done in 
Congress are two different things. There is 
nothing to lead us to believe that the sena­ 
tors and representatives from areas plug­ 
ging the objectionable features are now 
ready to give up. 
In view of past pressure exerted to gel a 
to-called clean hill before the House and 


Senate, it would seem that nothing is going 
to shake those persons backing the objec­ 
tionable projects. Perhaps, as Knowland 
said, it is folly to seek to pass the bill, as it 
stands, over the President’s veto but it could 
well be the only way in which the measure 
is to be saved. 
★ 
The important thing for this area to 
realize is that it has lost again in the battle 
for congressional funds 
for 
flood control 
measures on Salt, Wahoo and Antelope 
Creeks. 
It has been waiting now for many 
y ears to obtain the.se funds but has y et to 
receive one single penny . 
It must now be decided what. If any thing, 
is going to be done about the situation. 
Kvery day of waiting Is another day wasted 
and another day without the flood control 
measures that are so badly needed. 
As these day s pass, Lincoln continues to 
grow and the areas in which flood control 
measures 
are 
to 
Iwi 
u.sed become more cost­ 
ly in.sofar as acquisition 
of needed land is con­ 
c e r n e d . Construct ion 
co.sts, al.so, are continually rising. 
In the 
case of Antelope Creek, the proposed flood 
control dam site in the southeast part of the 
city will not lie Idle forever. There are al­ 
ready houses to be found in every direction 
from the site. There is no way of stopping 
housing on the site itself unless the property 
is ac(|uired by a local governmental subdi­ 
vision. 
It would seem that the city and Sanitary 
District would get together at this point and 
decide on just what it intends to do and how 
it can carry out its objectives. No one needs 
another flood to remind us of the problem 
that exi.st.s. 
A good many people can still remember 
all too vividly the last flooding from both 
Salt and Antelope Creeks. 
Objectives set 
and pursued at this time would 
not 
be 
wasted even if a water projects bill did hap­ 
pen to get through this session of Congress.

We Need The Railroads 


The Save The Trains Association has piir- 
fued its stated objective all the way to the 
Supreme Court in an effort to prevent the 
discontinuance of two trains running be­ 
tween Omaha and Chadron. 
One can understand the concern of com­ 
munities over loss of rail service and in re­ 
cent y ears Nebraska has had its share of 
public resistance to taking off trains. 
One can also understand that railroads do 
not run trains for the sheer joy of it. There 
are business connotations in the matter. 
Trains require sufficient use at least to 
meet their overhead. 
Since such concerns 
are more economic than legal, only a meas­ 
ure of relief can bo extended to the worried 
communities within the precincts of the 
courts. The remainder will have to come 
through a constructive review of the entire 
railroading picture. 
Nebraska has a great stake in its rail- 


road.s. 'I’hey are, for one thing, substantial 
property tax .sources. It is not infrequently 
one finds them to be the biggest single tax­ 
pay er in any number of counties. 
Should 
the time come that they no longer appear 
promptly at the pay window, Nebraska will 
perforce change its tax base in a hurry . 
Hut perhaps least evaluated of all is the 
great role the railroad play s in the accom­ 
modation and movement of agricultural 
crops. Throughout the harvest months trams 
become mobile warehousing for a sub­ 
stantial share of the crops and the fluid part 
of the vast national network that annually 
receives and distributes this state’s prin­ 
cipal product. Like most states, Nebraska 
has treated its railroads too lightheartedly . 
And since its economy is so closely inter­ 
woven with rails it is time that railroad de­ 
cline receives something more than con­ 
tentious protests. 
Can't Get 'Em Down 
Nebraska bankers, meeting this week 
here, were hopeful of improved business 
ioon nationally , and defined Nebraska busi­ 
ness as “ continuing good.” 
Their judgment was borne out earlier 
when the Federal Keserve Board did not in­ 
clude this, the Tenth district, in its down­ 
ward adjustment of its discount rate. It was 
the judgment of the board that business was 
sufficiently good in this region that it needed 
no special pump priming. 
Good business of course Is a relative 
term. It represents something better than 
insolvency . The Nebraska bankers perhaps 
could have employ ed a better term had they 
referred to Nebraska business as “ ade­ 
quately adjusted.” Most recent figures from 


the U.S. Department of Agriculture fix the 
average per capita farm 
income at a 
little more than $1KX) per y ear which h con­ 
siderably le.ss than that which prevails in 
non-farm activity . 
The most satisty ing part of the report is 
that Nebraska can go through two drought 
y ears plus six y ears of the kind of punish­ 
ment Secretary of Agriculture Benson can 
concoct and still be on its feet. 
There is 
still a good deal of the spirit of the pioneer 
in Nebraska, a spirit of making out no m at­ 
ter what happens, a matter of consenting to 
the bumps as well as making the most of the 
good turns. 
The same spirit in the more 
brittle parts of the country would be a con­ 
siderable help to the nation. 


First Round Won 
The United States appears to have won 
a striking victory in the hrst United Nations 
round of debate on Russian charges of this 
country ’s alleged threatening bomber plane 
runs over the Arctic. 
The charge was a 
ridiculous one and Russia, no doubt, knows 
that by now as it has received nothing but 
condemnation in the United Nations dis­ 
cussion of the subject. 
Exactly what the Russians had behind 
their move is not y et known, except for the 
belief that they are stalling for lime on the 
summit conference proposal. But the move 
has worked to their disadvantage in a way 
that perhaps even they did not anticipate. 
The action has emphasized the security of 
the United States and its protective force 
against Red aggression. 
It has placed before the ey es of the world 
the great striking power of the Strategic Air 
Command. It has brought a lot of publicity 
to the fact that this nation is not going to 
get caught short by any 
sneak attack. 


Should Communism strike with war, it 
would be struck back in most deadly fash­ 
ion. 
The preparedness of the U.s! as 
shown in this round of Soviet charges should 
add a strong measure of security to the free 
world allies. 
The action by the U.N. has shown that 
Russia will stoop to any means to gain an 
end. There can be no doubt that the fly in 
the summit ointment was placed there this 
time by Russia. 
With the U.N. action be­ 
hind the United States, Russia will not be 
able to u.se the bomber scare story as an ex­ 
cuse for failure to agree to a summit meet­ 
ing. 
The Soviets, it seems, have finally 
put their foot into their own mouth at least 
for the time being. 


Straw In The Wind? 
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The recent Illinois stale primaries con­ 
tained only one contest of notable interest. 
It was inside the Republican party . Ixiuis 
E. Beckman tried and failed to supplant 
State Treasurer Warren Wright as the par­ 
ty ’s nominee for that office. 
While the personalities and the public 
records of both men have to be weighed into 
the outcome, the race provided a spirited 
contest between the regular party organiza­ 
tion which tried as hard for Beckman as it 
did against Wright, and lost. The ineffec­ 
tiveness of the party organization plus a 
rising tide of Democratic votes could indi­ 
cate a political upheaval in the later gen­ 
eral elections. The GOP grip on Illinois 
lacks usual strength. 
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Big Chief Pushmorhortor, Indian medi­ 
cine man, attended an auction of unclaimed 
mail at St. IajuIs at St. l^rouis and found 
exactly what he was looking for- four old 
skulls, price $35. He explained his practice 
had been falling off and some old skulls are 
just what is needed to fill his teepee with 
new patients. His remedies may be a little 
shopworn, but the skulls will convince the 
doubting that his medicine works real well.

bombers of the SAC’ may go 
up. Usually , however, they 
don’t. 'Fhere have been cases

but not often. 
4.—If they do get into the 
air, they fly toward a geo­ 
graphical barrier or invisible 
fence which is called “ tail 
safe.”

they get orders to do so.

“ Certainly we would like to 
talk to Cus about a heavy­ 
weight fight but we wouldn’t 
know where to begin. He in­ 
sists that one of the conditions 
to such a talk is abandonment 
of one of our fight shows. 
“ I can tell him now we have 
no intention of doing that .” 
D’Amato, who carried on a 
longtime feud with Norris, has 
Insisted he would not 
talk 
business with the IBC until 
the IBC relinquished one of its 
two national network shows.

Beard said an investigation

The athletic director read a 
signed statement from Fuell 
saying a man who identified 
himself as Mr. Hahs told him 
he was interested in getting 
the youth enrolled at Miss 
Southern or at Tennessee.

identified Hahs as Dayton C

ton investigator. 
Beard produced a statement 
from Hahs, which said Hahs 
came to Auburn, gained en 
trance to Fuell’s apartment 
on 
the

under the 
g u i s e of an encyclopedia 
salesman, and obtained infor 
mation about the apartment 
and its furnishings. 
Beard said Hahs was later 
questioned by a representa 
tive of the NCAA and reported 
he saw a television set in the 
Fuell apartment at Auburn 
during his visit. But, Beard 
said, he has proof that a port­ 
able television set was pur­ 
chased after Hah’s visit and 
that there was not one in the 
apartment at the time.
